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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The substance of the interview included a discussion regarding 
possible amendments to the claims to overcome the enablement rejection in the final Office Action mailed 6/17/2005. 
Applicant indicated that it has been discovered that the presently claimed Y1 antibody binds sulfated antigens in 
addition to glycocalicin expressed by various cancer cells and platelets, however, this information is not included in the 
instant application. The examiner indicated that an amendment to the claims indicating the antigen specificity for 
glycocalicin would overcome the enablement rejection and would also cover the claimed antibody including any 
inherent properties (i.e., binding sulfated antigens) not recited in the claims. Amending the claims to recite binding 
specificity to sulfated antigens may raise the issue of new matter. Applicant will file amendments and arguments in 
response to the final Office Action mailed 6/17/2005 .
